Congratulations on a successful beginning 
to 1994. I have heard many positive 
comments regarding your cllorls with our 
Self Study and 1 appreciate your leadership 
in this important endeavor.

Flans call for the Fire College and the area of 
the new complex housing the technical 
programs to be built first. Actual 
construction will begin in late fall.

STATE

student to attend Shelton 
State. PACT is the state's 
PREPAID AFFORDABLE 
COLLEGE TUITION 
PLAN 

In ! 989 the Alabama 
legislature passed a bill 
which established the 
Wallace-Folsom Prepaid 
College Tuition Trust 
Fund. Through PAC 
parents, grandparents or 
relatives can purchase a 
contract which can be used 
to guarantee four years of 
fully paid tuition and 
mandatory fees at any 
public college or university 
in Alabama. Tuition is 
defined by the plan as 
202.5 quarter hours or the 
equivalent. 

This fall there will be 
approximately 600 students 
in the state who will qualify 


to use PACT benefits to 
pay for their college 
education. Shelton Sate 
has three students with 
PACT benefits who are 
enrolled for Summer 
semester. 

Anyone who has 
children should consider 
enrolling in the PACT 
program. Monthly 
payments can be made over 
a period of years to insure 
that funds to pay for 
college will be there when 
the student graduates from 
high school Anyone who 
wants additional 
information of the Prepaid 
Affordable College Tuition 
plan should contact the 
State Treasurer's Office, 1 -
